Dr. Huntsman was one of a party 
of scientists sent out. by the 
Dominion and Newfoundland govern- 
Imcnt last summer to investigate th» 
)currents iind the animal life in th* 
(water; The party took two boats and 
j their work was very varied. They 
took samples of water and took Hit* 
temperature they used nets of vari- 
ous kinds to capture fish, eggs and 
minute forms. 

Tile parly travelled along the New- 
fondlajid and Labrador coasts and 
the straits of .Belle Tsle. Along the 
cous: s they visited fishing villages 
and stations whore they gathered 
inucn Information. The north or La- 
brador coast of the strait has aJrno.it

According to statistics prepared by 
the Michigan Daily 4 1 percent of the 
mou at University 01 Michigan do 
not try to obtain high marks. This 
oouclllsion was reached, aller a care- 
ful averaging of answers received 011 
more 1l1u.1t luu question nalres given 
out on the campus Friday afternoon. 

Tho women in most casus put no 
limitations on their answers to tho 
question, "Do you try tor high 
marks:" However, tho mon boih 
limited their answers and put louches 
of humor into ihcm. One said, 
"sporadically," another but-siting 
forth into classrooiii language anawor. 
od "quolquolois.'' ami a third placed 
after tho question "modorata." 
Othuru in a mure serious mood dine 
forth with answers audi as "to a 
certain' extent." or "only in couraes 
that arc interesting," or "these are 
secondary, satisfaction primary." 

Tho men who think that 15 hours 
of study weekly arc necessary to 
insure a passing grade and the 
woman think that IT hours should 
bo spent weekly for this purpose.

Shall we aim at 
controlling" th e smoking- and eating 
of opium and the use of drugs, or 
shall we aim at total suppression' 0 t 
this part of the evil within a reason- 
able term of years'.' So far, .control 
Is' the more common attempt u n the 
part of the countries concerned.' The 
weakness In this policy i H that con- 
trol while limiting the evil, • also 
tends to perpetuate It. In the pre- 
eent conference in Geneva, this 
group is naked lo face the question 
or total suppression by adopting «, 
10 per cent reduction of the Impor- 
tation of raw ol'l'im for smoking 
purposes each year, and also agree- 
ing not. lo supplement this reduction 
by home grown opium,. 

The chief practical problem before 
this group Is the question of smug- 
gUngJ'.'lîcdiictlon of opium smoking 
win succeed only so far us smuggled 
opium Is not available. If pcoplo can 
get hold of smuggled opium, they 
tyi 1 do so and smoke clandestinely 
.hns defeating the effort of the gov- 
ernments to stop opium smoking. 
Powerful interests arc involved in 
ho opium and drugs smuggling trade 
and this Is the most aerlou* 
practical problem involved . How to 
Jeal with this smuggling is there- 
fore a great problem before the con- 
ference. 

The only successful way of dealing 
with the smuggling trade in opium 
m nil dru.s, is to deal with it at its 
tourha." For-lnstance, if the quantity 
i>£ raw opium produced H sufficient 
only for the scientific and medical 
needs of the world thou no surplus 
iv! 1 l»> ftvullnMc for i ho contraband 

ule. Therefore, the most effective 
way to stop the smuggling is not by 
catching smugglers when they come 
nto the country, but to see to it 
that only the quantity for the world's 
scientific and medicinal needs I? 
:roduccd. 

For the manufacturing group, the 
problems to limit the manufacture 
of dangerous drugs to strictly sci- 
entific and medicinal purposes, and 
to put auch manufacture under the 
control of tho government. The prac- 
tical problem involved here is nlso 
principally a financial one. Coun- 
tries which have built up :i large 
industry for the manufacture s ay of 
morphia and cocaine. Would Mite lo 
know how k- will- utïer; their inter- 
ests. One country in the Opium 
Conference even sitp;gtstotl that, 
when tho quantity for the world's 
iecd of drugg it determined. »he 
would offer to i.upply the entire 
need. .N'attira l'y other countries 
would also like to have it hand hi 
supplying this need, and sn there 
you have the practical problem of 

compotlng interests'.

in tho foregoing paragraphs I 
have endeavoured to give the main 
Issues before the Opium Conferences 
now meeting' in Geneva. Granted a 
sincere desire to end the evil, the 
abuse of opium, and its allied drugs 
can be tolal'y suppressed with half 
the technical skill and administrative 
machinery to-day spent In regulat- 
ing the traffic. 

As you read these words I hope 
you will feel that you can help the 
cause by yourself standing uncom- 
promisingly against the evil in all 
its ugly forms, and by yourself cons- 
cJous'y doing everything in your 
power to create an intelligent public 
opinion on the question among your 
people.

If philosophers nre rar e in these ma- 
terialistic days, it ir. no less true thai 
philosophy Is something at which to 
shy— and avoll. if possible, in map 
ping mi; college courses. In a time of 
Intense practical ftctivlty It Is observ- 
ed t'hnt thought as.d theory fall to keep 
pace with tho trend of events; but if 
history has showed this tendency in 
the past, that fact Is no argumont a- 
gainst an attempt to formulate a phi- 
losophy for the present. For even such 
practical social prr.grams as those pre-- 
scnted by Socialists. Liberals, and 
Conservatives there is but a. feeble at- 
tempt at a crystallization of underly- 
ing Ideas. 

Even in this University which prides 
Itself on Its "Indifference" and Its lib- 
eralism it may be doubted if more than 
a few have clear hove in their minds a 
deflnite phliosophv of liberalism. Hob- 
houss declares that it is the belief that 
society can be Vised on the power of 
self-directed personalty; others ap- 
parently define it as a certain open- 
ness of mind- Whatever the fundamen- 
tal idea which th,, individual student 
may cvolv e for himself, it does seem 
Important that some such formulation 
take place. Otherwise, step by step 
reaction may creco in . A University 
Is obviously a place for speculative 
thought, and If the American rush to- 
wnrd materialism is to be counter- 
balanced by some philosophical 
thought, this University and others 
must bcgiin to assume th»ir , proper 
3phere of duty.

II.- is an 
aged man with a pleasant scholarly 
iipperiT.inee: his long whiskers and 
while hair are a halo for h's cheery, 
thought fa! wholesome face.

Then came the puffing steam, the 
mysterious electricity and the penny 
postage. All three conspired against 
the power and position of Letter. All 
three aided the upstart Postcard and 
between them they have succeeded In 
Introducing his reign of terror. They 
operated on the intellect of man, cut- 
ting away t he finer part, and making 
him into a commercial machine, a 
' cash register, an industrial puppet. 
But turn back once more to Lelter'a 
work and learn by the contrast the 
meanness of Postcard. 

In the olden days how each letter 
was treasured! Waslopaper baskets 
were not a necessity then. Each was 
a. new chapter for the, book of life; 
It was added to the others a,s pearls 
are threaded on a chain. Peek into the 
' bureau drawer in grandmother's room. 
There you will see the sacred relics 
of yesterday, little packets of faded 
IrAters tied with a dainty bit of faded 
ribbon. Can you imagine yourself 
collecting today the misslls of Post- 
card :uid treating thorn with such 
cere? Of course noli T.he very idea 
is ridiculous. 

"But," you say, "in these dwyij 
people haven't time for Letter's art: 
they are loo busy, too hurried to 
bother with lite craft. A scribble, a 
scrawl, a word or two thrown at 
random on :< slip of card are suffic- 
ient in there passing hours. The ink 
pot, Oie quill, and the sand were the 
implements of a slower, less-progros- 
slve age." So men justify their .al- 
legiance, to this new and haphazard 
• medium of thought. So they excuse 
their action in Jilting the letter wi'lh 
all its richness for Uie ..stark, poverty 
Postcard. On the ground of time sav- 
ing thciy build 'up an argument and 
' then go and spend lne r<!H l of the d«.y 
MX tho Country Club. 



Postcard incarnates himself in dif- 
ferent forms. Ordinarily wo think of 
him as tho card used in the mulls. 
Hut In fact all tltosfi forces, wthich 
open lazy short-cuts for man in Ills 
lnter-cominunlou with his fellows, 
wear the livery of Postcard and fur- 
ther his purposes. To search all of 
them our would be a lengthy and ex- 
haustive task, and, sinea we have al- 
ready one of these cancerous organ- 
isms on the dissection table, let us 
proceed with the examination. 1 i 

Some gonial soul In a fit of. insanity 
invented the picture postcard. These 
wo may dismiss with a moment's 
notice. For the sake of common peace 
and happiness, all govturninunts should 
suppress the picture-postcard -biislt- 
ness and classify its products with 
poison-gas. dum-dnm bullets and 
other illegitimate and inhuman Im- 
plements of .hatred and war. They 
are chiiifly used by travellers who 
pester Unir friends with pictures of 
the way, of summer-resorts and 
other curiosities. They write on Ihe'm 
"you rial I y should see this place" and 
the one sentence is usually sufficient. 
Envy, jealousy, discontent, quarrels, 
separations and divorces are the in- 
evitable, results of a barrage of pic- 
ture postcard — a shower of llticse 
peace-time bombs. 

Of oilier postcards much the same 
may be said. The letter is a golden 
link binding ami cotnentiug friend- 
ships and relationship';. The postcard 
devours uvcry vestige or kindly feel- 
ing to which it Is expusod, not vio - 
lently hut subtly and insidiously as 
an acid eats into a metal. On the or,- 
| dlnary postcard two kinds of mes- 
sages may be written — unimportant 
and important ones. If the message Is 
unimportant the mcssangor lowers it 
several more notches in importance 
until It Is not evun worthy of the ad- 
jective 'unimportant.' One glance? at 
it in a supercilious despising sort of 
a way and Into the waste basket it 
goes. 

But if the message lie of impor- 
tance then unpleasant friction is 
sure to follow in the wake of the 
postcard. Writing nil important mes- 
sage on tho back of a postcard is like 
leaving for safety a ten dollar gold 
piece on a Yongc Street sidewalk. 
The postcard Is the common property 
of all postal employees: :t is the na- 
tural prdy of the small town post- 
master and in his search for enlighten- 
ment he pounces on it as a vulture 
on a carcass. To employ the Town 
Crier professionally Is a much more 
privât» way of delivering an import- 
ant message. Indeed one case is re- 
ported, although I am not able to 
vouch for its truthfulness, of a judge 
acquitting a confessed murderer who 
had shot a friend who had sent .him 
an important message oil a postcard; 
"Justifiable Homicide." the udge it 
quoted as observing, and the sound- 
ness of his judgmen: cannot fail !•• 
enlist the support ot all reasonable 
men. 

A look into the future makes one 
shiver at th e prospect of further de- 
velopment in the ways of t.he Post- 
card age. During the war the Fluid 
Card was used ami the busy llun- 
killer crossed ofi from a prepared 
massage the sentences and sentiments 
which did not. apply. Soon we may 
expect to have our correspondence 
printed for us by the million lots. 
Then th« letter home may be written 
in a lev.' seconds. A half a dozen 
strokes will complete t.he effort. The 
Stationer will display his wares be- 
fore the eyes of the public. "Letters 
to Mother— Cut Hale— 50 Cents a 
Hundnid:" "Inciters to Sweethearts- 
in three grades of affection— maxi- 
mum, medium, minimum — 73 rein s a 
hundred." These are the signs which 
will mexrt your eyes if the present 
rule of Postcard continues. 

The conclusion seems to I"- that 
modern inventions, instead of linking 
the world together in closer bonds of 
fellowship and giving us spurc time 
in which to cul'ivhi those finer parts 
of our life and nature, are trying to 
transform the world into a gigantic 
Industrial gambling machine. From 
these inventions 1 have segregated 
one— the Postcard, which is attacking 
life at a vulnerable point. But in spile 
of the advances of this foxy design *r 
we have an advantage over him. "Wo 
have uncovered his underhand influ- 
ence. No longor is he an enemy in the 
dark. Now there remains for us to 
give renewed support to that benefi- 
cent ruler of the thoughts of separ- 
ated men — Letter. Under his kindly 
trway and sympathetic h'and, a willing 
generation ought, soon to recover the 
lost art, to li«.rn the craft in his 
workshop, and to regain the sacra- 
ment of life which is his gift, to men. 
For the modern world this is a quest 
of a. Holy Grail which should fire l|in 
imagination and onlisl. the support of 
ail men who demand under the head- 
ing of progress something other than 
a large bank balance. The throat of 
the world is dry from (he heat of the 
factory and parched from the dust of 
tlia street. Letter slops in to quench 
the thirst with a draught from his 
magic goblet — for as the Bfb'o lightly 
says — 

"As cold wators to a. thirsty soul. 
So is good news from a far country."
